WISCONSIN TOBACCO MARKET 


BDGERTON, Wis.— The story of 


the Wisconsin tobacco market is a 
monotononi repetition "of "nothing 
doing to speak of," ai .the packer 
and grower put it when questioned 
about market conditions. The grow- 
er who has tobacco that he is will- 
ing to part with at 8 cents can- sell; 
if he considers his crop worth more, 
he either makes arrangements 
to 
store in handle on the farm, or he 
turn* it in to the association ware- 
homes for handling and 
storage. 


There 1* no whining and growling 
about it; everybody is resigned to 
the inevitable. However, the feeling 
on the part of those who bold tobac- 
co containing a fair percentage of 
binder grades keeps asserting itself 
that by and by the market will be' 
ready to accept that typo of tobac- 
co at better figures, and they are 
not making any move to push their 
holdings onto 'the buyer, but are pa- 
tiently waiting until the market 
feels the need of that kind of tobac-. 
co. It is a matter of waiting. If 
the- tobacco is put into the associa- 
tion warehouses, the grower has to 
wait for his returns, and if he holds 
it he has to wait. But by waiting he 
hopes to get by and sell at a better 
price than the market is ready to 
hand him Just now. 


The safety from black rot and 


other posts of tobacco stored on the 
farm, whether it is in the bundle or 
packed in caaes, is considered fully 
eqdal to any other place. of storage; 
in fact, past experience seems .. to 
bear oat he contention that the stor- 
age of individual crops on the farm 
is about as safe, everything else be- 
ing equal, aa warehouse storage.

Honors Dead Veterans 


"It must not be again." 
With these solemn words, Pres. 


Harding today laid a wrcatih on the 
coffin of the first American soldier 
to die on German soil, at a funeral 
ceremony for 5,000 war dead at the 
army piers in Hoboken.

Privately owned launches, motor 
boats and other large lake crafts 
are-becoming less and less each 
year on the • lakes around Madison. 
This is due largely to 'the lack of 
protection aorded these .boats .on 
our lakes. 


According to the data compiled 


by members of the lakes investiga- 
tion committee, recently appointed 
by Mayor I. M. Kittlcson, there are 
approximately 
150 launches and 


motor boats on lake Mendota 'alone, 
and most of these are lying idle in 
the Yahara river, and elsewhere, due 
to the lack of adequate ' protection 
against storms. It would appear 
that thera are about fifty more 
boats at th« bottom o£ the lak«. 


Because of this existing condition 


on our lakes Madison has lost the 


Inland Lakes Regatta, which 
!l 


now held-on Lake Winnebaeo and 
Pewankea Lake. 
On the Madison 


Lakes ar* some of the fastest mo- 
tor-boats in the country now lying 
idle because the condition of our 
lakes is bad for motor'boat races. 
, Captain Isabell was the flret man 
on the lakes to take a motor boat 
out this year. He takes his jaunts 
in the. Cardinal, which, he claims is 
the fastest boat on the lakes at the 
present time. The Cardinal can do 
30 miles per hour with case. 


A movement ia now on foot to 


protect boating on fourth lake by 
erecting a number of breakwaters 
along the shore and about 200 feet 
out. This would serve as an ad-e-

"For the past ten years," said Senator Ransdell "Justice 


White has been the head of the highest judicial tribunals 
earth. THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT IS THE 
ONLY COURT WHICH HAS THE POWER TO NULLIFY THE 
\CTS OF THE HIGHEST LEGISLATURE OF THE LAND. 
NO OTHER COURT, SO FAR AS I AM INFORMED, OF A 
SOVEREIGN COUNTRY HAS THAT POWER." 


In other words, five old men, appointed for life and respon 


sible to no one but constituting a majority of the nine members 
of the supreme court, can make and unmake the laws of this 
country. 


Senator Ransdell has, however, perhaps unwittingly, 


spoken the truth. The country has had plenty of example re- 
cently of the manner in which the supreme court is autocratic- 
ally usurping the legislative field and "arbitrarily setting aside 
reforms and policies enacted by the representatives of the 
people: 


The power of five old men, appointed for life, to set aside 


the will of the people wiH 'be challenged some day. 
The right 


of judges to declare laws enacted by representatives of the peo- 
ple as unconstitutional and the appointment of judges for life 
are issues that will be fought out in the days to come. No one 
has ever yet pointed out the authority by which the supreme 
court has taken to itself the right to NULLIFY acts of the 
highest legislature of the land. 


Because of its usurped power, the supreme court has become 


the bulwark of privilege in this country. That citadel of re- 
action will 'be attacked some day by those who are fighting in 
the interests of democracy.

merce, fashionable women who are afraid of damage claims 
from their servants, and from other reactionary or hoodwinked 
groups, to kin the bill. 


Every day, on the average, a man is injured in the raflroa 


terminal here. Every week a fatal accident from indnstria 
causes is recorded in the District Every year thousands of vie 
tims of these accidents lose an average of three weeks' work, 
ing time. 


Yet, within sight of the capitol building, the 125,000 pri 


rate employes whose ranks suffer these losses have no legal re- 
dress except through the old common-law process, in which th 
employer may plead the defense of assumed risk, feUow-servan 
responsibility, and so forth. There is no liability law, not evei 
an accident-reporting law, much less a law guaranteeing pay 
ment of damages for industrial accidents suffered. 


AH that is now asked of Congress is to extend the existhr 


compensation law covering Federal employes and District gov 
ernment employes, to include these private employes. Yet th 
insurance companies are lining up 'banks, merchants, chambers 
of commerce, every variety of special pleader, to go before that 
committee to the House to protest against this everyday meas 
are of protection to the lives and Embs of working people. Th 
fact that 43 States have compensation laws makes the fighting 
less vindictive!.
